Elba Students Score Well 
On Achievement Test 


The Alabama State Dept. of 
Education released the results of the 
1984 California Achievement Tests 
and the results of this spring's 
Alabama High School Graduation 
Examination on May 17 and the tests 
revealed that students in the Elba 
City School. System scored the 
average in both areas of testing. 

“The California Achievement 
Test was given to students in the 
second, fourth, fifth, eighth and 
tenth grades,’’ said Elba Supt. John 
Osburn, ‘‘and our students scored 
above the national average in every 
grade. This tells me that basically 
we are doing a good job teaching 
skills that a group of test developers 
determined students in certain 
grades should master. It means 
there is learning going on."’ 

The California Achievement Test 
(CAT) is a standardized test given 
nationally to students in certain 
grades that is used to measure how 
students use skills as compared with 
other students around the nation. 
The test is used as a guide by 
educators to chart a students 
p. gress during the years of schooh. 

In Elba, the second graders 
scored 7 months above the national 
average and 2 months above the 
state average. This means to the 
public that the students have 
mastered skills normally achieved by 
students that have attended school 
an additional number of months. 

The fourth grade _ scored 
extremely well and tested 1 year and 
3 months above the national average 
and 7 months above the state 
average. 

The fifth grade also did well in 


national average and state average. 
The grade was 1 year and 1 month 
above the national average and 4 


months above the state average. 
The eighth grade class was the 
only class not to exceed the state 
average; however, the grade did 
surpass the national average. The 
tests showed the class was 5 months 
above the national average, but 5 
months below the state average. 

The tenth grade class had very 
little trouble with the test and scored 
as high as could be scored. It ranked 
2 years and 2 months above the 
national average and a_ similar 
ranking among state average. 

“The second grades’ results 
show we are doing a good job in the 
first and second grades of giving our 
students a good basic foundation in 
the primary skills,"" added Osburn. 
‘The fourth and fifth grade results 
are again in indication that our 
children are getting a solid founda- 
tion in the basics. Even though the 
eighth grade scored above the 
national average the grades show we 
need to do more in reading and 
mathematics in junior high. The 
tenth grade scored extremely well 
and it too shows we are doing some 
things right! There is teaching and 
learning going on."’ 

“The CAT shows us how well our 
students compare with students in 
other states,’’ said State Supt. Dr. 
Wayne Teague. ‘‘For the first time 
in history the achievement levels in 
Alabama surpassed the national 
average in all subject areas in all 
grades tested. A number of factors 
have contributed to the progress 
shown by these test results. In 
reading, for example, we believe 
that the emphasis placed on reading 
skills following the State Board of 

ducation’s 1975 stahlishment io 
reading as a priority in Alabama's 
schools created a foundation for 
today's learning.”’

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One Killed As Pin Hook Inn Is 
Completely Destroyed By Fire 


The Pin Hook Inn, a popular 
nightspot located approximately 
one-half mile past the Crenshaw 
County line off Highway 189 North, 
was completely destroyed by a fire 
early Monday morning, June 4, that 
also took the life of one man and 
seriously injured another. 

The fire started at 3:00 a.m. 
Monday morning and quickly 
engulfed the brick building, trapping 
R.T. “T-Bone’’ Coleman in a back 
bedroom. Coleman was found after 
the fire was extinquished lying 
between a mattress and an’ inner 
wall, where he apparently went to 
seek shelter from the blaze. Also 
trapped in the fire was James 
Walden, who escaped with second 
and third degree burns. Walden was 
sleeping in a room at the opposite 


end of the building and made it toa 
doorway before being overcome by 
smoke. He is currently hospitalized 
in Birmingham. 

Mrs. Isabell Frazier, owner and 
operator of the Pin Hook since 1949, 
stated she awoke at approximately 
3:00 a.m. and smelled smoke. She 
went outside and saw flames in the 
north end of the club and called the 
Brantley Fire Department. 


“IT went out and could hear 
James Walden yelling for me think- 
ing | was in the club,"’ said Mrs. 
Frazier. ‘I went to a door and 
grabbed him just as he collapsed. 
I'm sorry for what happened, but I 
thank God I didn’t get hurt and I was 
able to get James out.”’
